Kroesch was an av iation 
school bu ddie of Mrs. Nobles’ son, 
the late Warren Nobles. He was here 
at the time of W arren’s death and 
the friendship bu ilt u p between the 
two y ou ng fliers has seemed to 
be 
deep becau se of the 
trag edy 
that 
parted them, so wherev er Kroesch 
may be he remembers them as War­ 
ren sp ke of them. He 
say s 
“ I’v e 
thou g ht of y ou and sister 
lots 
of 
times, bu t I did not want y ou to hav e 
to worry mu ch abou t me either, since 
I flew the ocean to come ov er hefre, 
and also took part in some of 
the 
campaig ns. . . . Yes, I was in on the 
inv asion of Sicily . I dropped 
para­ 
troopers by the score, amid the bu rst­ 
ing of flak and machine g u n fire. . . 
fu nny thing , I don’t think so mu ch 
abou t it, bu t somebody ev en award­ 
ed me the Air Medal Oak Leaf Clu s­ 
ter for ou tstanding missions 
ov er 
Sicily . (Along with all my bu ddies, 
of cou rse). We’v e been making ou t 
fairly well. . . .the heat is 
some­ 
times almost u nbearable, and 
the 
flies ar thick, along with the ma- 
leria mosqu itoes, 
bu t 
we 
manag e 
pretty well. . . .I ’v e flown ov er most 
of North Africa u ntil it seems al­ 
most like my back y ard, bu t 
most 
all of u s are ju st a bu nch of home­ 
sick American boy s, fig hting like the 
dickens to g it this war ov er fast. 
Thanks 
a 
million 
for 
W arren’s 
sweater that y ou knitted, and I still 
hav e his shirt too, both are 
here 
with me (and I g u ess Warren 
is 
too) . . . .the nig ht of my second mis­ 
sion ov er Sicily 
I wore 
W arren’s 
shirt and I believ e that is one of 
the thing s that g ot me back aliv e. 
A lot of my bu ddies were shot down 
in the Mediterranean. (I was real­ 
ly a scared little boy that nig ht). No 
protection, the liv es of twenty men 
in my hands and hav ing to fly rig ht 
throu g h that terrific barrag e of flak 
to drop them near 
the 
beach 
in 
Sicily . I g ot home withou t a bu llet 
hole. I hope all the folks down Ham­ 
lin way are on the beam as u su al. 
I know they are. . . .th a t’s a friendly 
town. Tell all the kids hello for me. 
I miss seeing them all. I hav e had 
one fu rlou g h since I hav e been ov er 
seas, and I spent a week u p in a Red 
Cr css Hotel in the mou ntains, and I 
actu ally had steak and fresh bu tter 
to eat. Well, I thou g ht I had died 
and g one to heav en. Lov e to y ou all. 
Dwig ht.”

Joe D. Stu art ag ain 
writes 
his mother, Mrs. N. E. Stu art from 
North Africa or Sicily . He dated his 
letter Au g . 16. Joe is a money mak­ 
er. He not only sent abou t $130 of

ple of the Allied Money issu ed 
in 
Italy . It was a Two Lire, Series of 
19 43. This was the first Allied Mon­ 
ey we hav e seen.

One engineer sav ed fou r 
American soldiers

drowning 
|du ring the landing 
op erations 
in 
FSicily and gav e them first aid u nder 
fire. Another k nock ed ou t an Italian 
p illbox that had held u p two com­ 
p anies of troop s. A third led 
six 
half-track s into action and* rou nded 
u p 8 00 p risoners in two day s. In the 
Sicilian camp aign these combat engi­ 
neers hav e been fighting 
one 
day 
with rifle and machine gu n and the 
nex t day wielding shov els in 
ex ­ 
p osed areas, p ick ing u p tou chy Ger­ 
man mines an<$ bu ilding by -p asses 
arou nd ex tensiv e road 
demolitions. 
The list of their heroic deeds

In selecting sites for airfields 
in northern Au stralia, engineer su r­ 
v ey ors often bail ou t of reconnais­ 
sance p lanes ov er a lik ely look ing 
sp ot, comp lete their analy sis of the 
site on the grou nd, then trav el on 
foot back to the nearest base. 
In 
New Gu inea, engineer work ing p ar­ 
ties oftentimes far forward in areas

Uses of Rye 
“ The g ra in of p ov erty ” is the 
na me g iv en to ry e becau se it can be 
pro duced on p oor soils which wou ld 
no t be su itable for wheat or corn. 
In this cou ntry , it is considered a 
mino r g ra in becau se only one bu shel 
o f Tye is grown for ev ery ten of 
whjeftt. Bu t in the northern cou n­ 
tries o f Eu rop e where wheat does 
no t g ro w well, ry e fills the bread­ 
ba sket. No one need p ity the p eop le 
who liv e o n this bread since black 
brea d a nd p u mp ernick el is mu ch 
richer in p rotein than that made 
from refined white wheat flou r. 
Industria lly , ry e grain is imp or­ 
ta nt ip the manu factu re of distilled 
a lco ho lic bev erages and ethy l alco­ 
ho l. Grou nd ry e and ry e bran are 
ma ilteted in stock feed. Ry e straw 
is used somewhat in strawboard and 
stra w hats. 
The north central p art of the Unit­ 
ed Sta tes and Pennsy lv ania p rodu ces 
mo st o f the ry e crop . From two to 
fo ur million acres are grown annu al­ 
ly . The p rice has v aried from 81 
cents to 35 cents a bu shel, so that 
the annu al farm income from ry e 
a lso v aries from 12 to 34 million 
do lla rs.

A 10-week -old tu rk ey weighing 
fou r p ou nds u su ally has eaten 
abou t nine p ou nds of feed; a bird 
18 week s old and weighing 12 
p ou nds 
rep resents 
abou t 
33 
p ou nds of feed; and a tu rk ey 30 
week s old and ready for mark et 
weighs abou t 20 p ou nds and has 
eaten abou t 85 p ou nds of feed. 
All these q u antities of feed are 
in addition to what the tu rk ey s 
get by foraging.

In Sicily, a combat engineer Bat­ 
talion is dividing its time evenly be­ 
tween fighting and the 
repair 
of 
roads. The main job of the “ pick and 
shovel gang”— the combat engineers 
;is to keep the military roads open 
and free of dangerous enemy mines. 
Many and varied are the tasks of the 
Engineers. One engineer saved four 
American soldiers 
from 
drowning 
during the landing 
operations 
in 
Sicily and gave them first aid under 
fire. Another knocked out an Italian 
pillbox that had held up two com­ 
panies of troops. A third led 
six 
half-tracks into action and’" rounded 
up 800 prisoners in two days. In the 
Sicilian campaign these combat engi­ 
neers have been fighting 
one 
day 
with rifle and machine gun and the 
next day wielding shovels in 
ex­ 
posed areas, picking up touchy Ger­ 
man mines anc£ building by-passes 
around extensive road 
demolitions. 
The list of their heroic deeds 
in 
battle as well as the 
speed 
with 
which the Army has been able 
to 
move as a result of their fast, skill­ 
ful road-repair work, 
shows 
they 
are performing well in the double 
role. 
Portable Pipe Line 
A portable pipe line was one 
of 
the “secret weapons” which Ameri­ 
can forces employed in their swift 
advance through Tunisia and Sicily* 
it was disclosed. Constructed of 
a 
light steel so flexible that it can be 
snaked around trees, the pipe 
line 
can 'be laid at the rate of 10 to 30 
miles daily right up to the fighting 
fronts. 
Engineers In The South Pacific 
Army Engineer survey parties in 
the South Pacific theatre are path­ 
finders. Their usual method of tra­ 
vel is by plane, parachute, and on 
foot. In selecting sites for airfields 
in northern Australia, engineer sur­ 
veyors often bail out of reconnais­ 
sance planes over a likely looking 
spot, complete their analysis of the 
site on the ground, then travel on 
foot back to the nearest base. 
In 
New Guinea, engineer working par­ 
ties oftentimes far forward in areas 
theoretically under Japanese 
con­ 
trol, were 
supplied 
by 
low-flying 
cargo planes which 
bombed 
them 
with packages of food and equip­ 
ment. The jungle growth effectively 
broke the fall of the supplies. 
The 
bombdaier’s aim, however, had to be 
superior, since a miss of a few hun­ 
dred yards in that rugged jungle 
was as good as a mile.

Uses of Rye 
“The grain of poverty” is the 
name given to rye because it can be 
produced on poor soils which would 
not be suitable for wheat or oorn 
In this country, it is considered a 
minor grain because only one bushel 
of tye is grown for every ten of 
wheat. But in the northern coun- 
triea of Europe where wheat does 
not grow well, rye fills the bread­ 
basket. No one need pity the people 
who live on this bread since black 
bread and pumpernickel is much 
richer in protein than that made 
from refined white wheat flour. 
Industrially, rye grain is impor­ 
tant in the manufacture of distilled 
alcoholic beverages and ethyl alco­ 
hol. 
Ground rye and rye bran are 
marketed in stock feed. Rye straw 
is used somewhat in strawboard and 
straw hats. 
The north central part of the Unit­ 
ed States and Pennsylvania produces 
most of the rye crop. 
From two to 
four million acres are grown annual­ 
ly. 
TTie price has varied from 81 
rents to 35 cents a bushel, so that 
the annual farm income from rye 
also varies from 12 to 34 million 
dollars. 


Range shelters for growing tur­ 
keys 
protect 
them 
against 
the 
weather, marauding animals, and to 
some extent from thieves, says the 
departm ent of agriculture. 
By pro­ 
viding protection for their birds, tur­ 
key growers can make a two-way 
saving—the turkeys themselves and 
the feed they have consumed. 
Whenever a turkey dies, there 
is a loss of a substantial quan­ 
tity of feed, including protein 
feed, which is now more difficult 
to obtain than in normal times. 
A 10-week-old turkey weighing 
four pounds usually has eaten 
about nine pounds of feed; a bird 
18 weeks old and weighing 12 
pounds 
represents 
about 
33 
pounds of feed; and a turkey 30 
weeks old and ready for market 
weighs about 20 pounds and has 
eaten about 85 pounds of feed. 
All these quantities of feed are 
in addition to what the turkeys 
get by foraging. 
To help conserve investments of 
this kind, the departm ent’s engi­ 
neers have designed several shelters 
that are both substantial and inex­ 
pensive. Some of the structures are

readily portable; other heavier ones 
are intended for only occasional 
moving. 
They are adapted to the 
needs of flocks of various sizes, and 
all of them have proved satisfactory 
in actual use. 
The plans include detailed draw­ 
ings for the construction of feeders 
and roosts and the arrangem ent of 
yards. 
Th<* general design of the 
shelters calls for tight roofs, with 
wire netting or si fits on one or more 
sides, depending upon the climate. 
The capacity of each shelter is 
readily calculated from the roosting 
space by allowing 10 to 18 inches 
per bird, depending upon their size. 
The shelters are described and illus­ 
trated in Circular A.H.D. No. 48, 
“Plans for Turkey Range Shelters,” 
available from the Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C.
